Bin Laden 
Took Lead 
In 9/11 Plot 

Plan, started in ’96, called 
for two waves of hijaekings 

WASHINGTON I Khalid Shaikh Mohammed, 
mastermind of the Sept. 11 attacks, has 
told American interrogators that he first 
discussed the plot with Osama bin Laden 
in 1996 and that the original plan called for 
hijacking five commercial jets on each U.S. 
coast before it was modified several times, 
according to interrogation reports reviewed 
by The Associated Press. 

Mohammed also divulged that, in its final 
stages, the hijacking plan 
called for as many as 22 
terrorists and four planes 
in a first wave, followed by 
a second wave of suicide 
hijackings that were to be 
aided possibly by al Qaeda 
allies in Southeast Asia, 
according to reports. 

Over time, bin Laden scrapped various 
parts of the Sept. 11 plan, including attacks 
on both coasts and hijacking or bombing 
some planes in East Asia, Mohammed is 
quoted as saying in CIA reports that shed 
new light on the origins and evolution of the 
attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 

Mohammed was captured in a March 
1 raid by Pakistani forces and CIA opera- 
tives in Rawalpindi. He is being interrogat- 
ed by the CIA at an undisclosed location.

Helicopter Crash Near

Recovery crews hiked into a rug- 
ged area of the Grand Canyon on 
Sunday to reach the remains of a 
sightseeing helicopter that crashed 
with seven people aboard, including 
at least four international tourists.

States Struggle 
In Isabel’s Wake 


HAMPTON, VA. | Utility crews had 
restored power Sunday to more than 
two -thirds of the people who had 
been without since Hurricane Isabel 
struck, but isolated price gouging 
and a general lack of information 
were starting to wear down residents 
in the hardest-hit areas. 

Long lines formed in many plac- 
es where there was news of ice or 
water or hot showers. 

The storm severed electrical ser- 
vice for more than 6 million custom- 
ers from the Carolinas to New York. 
By Sunday morning, that figure had 
been whittled to about 1.8 million. 

At least 30 deaths are blamed on 
the storm, 17 of them in Virginia. 


POWERLESS, WATERLOGGED

Military Holds Guantanamo Chaplain 


Former Citigroup 
Chief to Head NY. 
Stock Exchange 

NEW YORK I The New York Stock 
Exchange tapped former Citigroup 
chairman John S. Reed as its inter- 
im chairman and CEO Sunday, less 
than a week after its previous head 
was forced to step down. 

Reed, who will be paid $1 for his 
work, temporarily replaces Dick 
Grasso, who resigned Wednesday 
because of a $187.5 million compen- 
sation deal, considered excessive by 
many on and off Wall Street, (ap) 


Muslim preacher said 
to have possessed 
classified documents 

SAN JUAN, PUERTO RICO | AMuslim 
chaplain at the US. military base in 
Guantanamo who counseled sus- 
pected terrorists and taught fel- 
low troops about Islam is the first 
known U.S. soldier to be detained 
in the U.S. -led war on terror. 

Army Capt. Yousef Yee, a 34- 
year-old who converted to Islam 
after being raised as a Christian, 


arrived at Guantanamo Bay Naval 
Station in Cuba last November. His 
duties included counseling detainees 
suspected of links to 
Afghanistan’s oust- 
ed Taliban regime or 
the al Qaeda terror 
network. 

Military officials 
said Saturday that 
Yee was detained 
on Sept. 10 in Jacksonville after 
returning from Guantanamo. He 
has not been charged. 

A senior law enforcement offi- 


cial, speaking on condition of ano- 
nymity, said FBI agents confiscated 
classified documents Yee was car- 
rying and questioned him before he 
was handed over to the military. 

Bill Hurlburt, a spokesman with 
the FBI in Jacksonville, Fla., con- 
firmed that agents were at the scene, 
but he declined further comment. 

The New York Times report- 
ed Yee had sketches or diagrams 
of the prison facilities. CNN said 
he was also carrying lists of the 
detainees and their interrogators.

Recall Part of Partisan War 


California’s contest 
is just the latest fight 
in a long political brawl 

LOS ANGELES | The 9th Circuit U.S. 
Court of Appeals will hear arguments 
on the attempt to oust California Gov. 
Gray Davis on Monday. But the cam- 
paign to recall Davis, a Democrat, 
runs deeper than the question ofwho 
controls California and its 55 presi- 
dential electoral votes in 2004. 

California’s recall drive is dig- 
ging up bitterly partisan memories 
of the 2000 Florida recount fight and 


former President Clinton’s impeach- 
ment. It’s the latest in a generation of 
political grudge matches that began 
with Watergate. 

“This runs more deeply than any- 
body realizes,” said Ken Khachigian, 
a GOP strategist in California. “This 
goes back to Watergate, the inde- 
pendent prosecutors. Robert Bork. 
Clarence Thomas. Impeachment. 
And Florida.” 

Democrats brought down 
President Nixon, then created spe- 


cial prosecutor laws used against 
the Reagan and first Bush admin- 
istrations. A Democratic Congress 
assailed GOP Supreme Court nom- 
inees Bork and Clarence Thomas, 
before losing control to Republicans 
who impeached Clinton. 

Thus, after three decades of set- 
tling old scores, Republicans and 
Democrats expect the worst from 
each other. And that’s exactly what 
they are getting in California today.

Hotel’s Fate 

School officials may 
demohsh or renovate 
the famed Ambassador 

LOS ANGELES | The Ambassador 
Hotel lured politicians, Hollywood 
stars and famous writers. Then Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, on the verge of 
his biggest political victory, was 
assassinated in a kitchen hallway 
on June 5, 1968 — an event that 
began a steady decline in one of 
the nation’s cultural treasures. 

Today, the Ambassador’s only 
residents are feral cats that scam- 
per around its browning lawn. The 


Los Angeles Unified School District, 
which owns the 24 -acre property, 
could decide by year’s end whether 
to demolish all or part of the hotel 
to build much-needed neighbor- 
hood schools. 

But while the district says the 
cheapest option is to raze the 82- 
year-old Ambassador, the Los 
Angeles Conservancy disputes the 
district’s numbers and instead favors 
renovating as much of the historic 


hotel as possible to preserve history 
and inspire students. 

“Imagine reading ‘The Great 
Gatsby’ in the room where F. Scott 
Fitzgerald stayed, studying political 
history in the room where [Richard] 
Nixon wrote the ‘Checkers’ speech...” 
said Ken Bernstein, the conservan- 
cy’s director of preservation issues. 

The school board likely will 
take up the matter in November.

Maldives Leader Appeals for Calm 


U.S. Set to Open 
Iraq’s Industries 


3 killed in rioting that 
shakes island nation 
in South Asia 

COLOMBO, SRI LANKA I The leader of 
the Maldives on Sunday appealed 
for calm after two days of rioting 
that killed three people and sent 
shock waves through the tiny Indian 
Ocean island nation. 

President Maumoon Abdul 
Gayoom also said that he has 
ordered an investigation into the 
violence that wracked the Muslim 
nation, a popular tourist destination 


because of its pristine beaches. 

Gayoom said three people were 
killed when police 
put down a riot at 
a prison located on 
an island close to 
the capital, Male, 
on Friday. 

Some residents 
marched the next 
day to protest the police crack- 
down, and rioters burned the 
Election Commission’s office and 
the High Court building, prompt- 
ing the government to impose an 
all-night curfew. 


Friday was the deadline for sub- 
mitting applications for the coun- 
try’s upcoming presidential elec- 
tions, but it wasn’t immediately 
clear if there was a link between 
the deadline and the riot. 

Protests are unusual in the 
Maldives is made up of 1,192 coral 
atolls and is home to 278,000 
people, mostly Muslims. With its 
tourism and fishing industries, 
the country is one of the richest in 
South Asia. Gayoom, 64, has ruled 
for more than two decades with an 
iron fist and is seeking a sixth five-

Free-market reforms 
will reorder country’s 
socialist economy 

BAGHDAD I The U.S.-led occupa- 
tion authority here has ordered 
the overhaul of fundamental ele- 
ments of Iraq’s socialist economy 
and instituted wide-ranging free- 
market reforms that will allow 
full foreign ownership in all sec- 
tors except oil, U.S. and Iraqi offi- 
cials said Sunday. 

The new policy, enacted 
Saturday by U.S. administrator L. 
Paul Bremer, allows foreign firms 
to enter and potentially dominate 
key elements of the economy, from 
banking to manufacturing, that had 
been off-limits to outside ownership. 
Although the sale of businesses to 
foreigners could prove controversial 
in this fiercely nationalistic country, 
U.S. Treasury Secretary John Snow 
said the plan offered a “real prom- 
ise” of economic revival in Iraq, 
which is struggling to cope with 
rampant unemployment, crum- 


KUALA LUMPUR, MALAYSIA | The 
CIA has supplied Malaysia with 
key information gleaned from its 
investigation of Asia’s top terror- 
ist suspect, Malaysia’s police chief 
said Sunday.

The recruits are an oddity in 
Afghanistan, where the former 
Taliban regime banned women 
from working and society has 
treated them as second-class citi- 
zens for centuries. 

Afghan police commanders hope 
to build a 20,000-strong force, 
including 2,000 female officers, 
before the country holds national 
elections next June. 

However, only 30 women have 
graduated from the academy since it

opened in March 2002 — and apart 
from 20 cadets now being trained, 
few others have expressed an inter- 
est to sign up. 

“We suffered 23 years of war 
and poverty, and women’s minds 
are still indoctrinated by the al 
Qaeda propaganda, so it is diffi- 
cult,” said the chief instructor at 
the academy, Maj. Gen. Abdulzia. 


“Also, the security in Kabul is not 
good and even men interested in 
this job are scared.” 

Abdulzia, the chief instructor, 
said the only requirement for female 
cadets is that they are healthy, lit- 
erate and have no criminal back- 
ground, the same as their male 
colleagues. Monthly wages of all 
police officers vary between $30 
and $60 a month, higher than the 
average Afghan salary. 

What do male police officers 
think of female colleagues? 

“Why not? ... If they study well, 
they will be able to do it just like 
men,” said Afghan Sharifi, 43, while 
he directed traffic in Kabul. 

His partner, Qaderi, 32, who 
like many Afghans uses only one 
name, said: “Women have to work 
in the police. It is a good thing. And 
Afghanistan has to accept it.” karine

Fresh off re-election, 
Japanese leader taps 
rising star as No. 2 

TOKYO I After securing a second 
term as the head of Japan’s ruling 
party. Prime Minister Junichiro 
Koizumi stacked his party’s top 
posts with allies on Sunday, nam- 
ing a young, rising star as the sec- 
ond-in-command and resisting 
opposition pressure to dump a 
key backer of his reforms. 

Koizumi was re-elected by 
the Liberal Democratic Party on 
Saturday — taking 399 of 657 votes 
cast by the party’s rank and file and 
its members of Parliament. Since 
then, the telegenic leader has faced 
fierce jockeying among the party’s 
factions for the top posts. 

But Koizumi signaled his 
willingness to overlook party 
heavyweights, picking Shinzo 
Abe, a popular 49 -year- old law- 
maker, for the party’s No. 2 slot 


of secretary-general. 

The choice also reflects his 
shrewd attempt to parlay youth 
and popular appeal into broad- 
er support for the LDP ahead of 
parliamentary elections. Younger 
voters disillusioned with the 
party’s old guard may be able to 
identify with Abe, who recent- 
ly made a name for himself by 
advocating a hard line toward North 
Korea, kenji hall (ap)

Blah Issues Veiled Warning to Taylor 


Liberian leader tries 
to prevent ex-president 
from meddling 

MONROVIA, LIBERIA | Government 
officials who heed directions from 
individuals living outside Liberia 
will be fired, said President Moses 
Blah — in apparent reference ex- 
leader Charles Taylor’s attempts to 
retain control in Liberia from exile 
in Nigeria. 

European diplomats in Liberia 
say Taylor has kept in contact with 
top government officials — includ- 


ing daily phone calls with Blah, his 
hand-picked successor — since ced- 
ing power to Blah and leaving for 
exile on Aug. 11. Blah has earlier 
denied any post-handover contact 
with Taylor. 

“There is only one government 
and president in Liberia. Anyone 
taking instructions from elsewhere 
will be dismissed,” said a statement 
from Blah issued late Saturday. 

Top Liberian officials, includ- 
ing the country’s foreign minis- 
ter, have visited Taylor at his new 
home in southeastern Nigeria, 
the European diplomats say, cit- 


ing intelligence reports. 

Nigeria has publicly warned 
Taylor that his continued asylum 
depends on completely withdrawing 
from Liberia’s internal affairs. 

Taylor, a former warlord, 
launched Liberia into strife with a 
1989 -1996 insurgency. The country’s 
war-weary populace elected Taylor 
president in 1997 and rebels took up 
arms against him in 1999. 

The U.N. Security Council 
on Friday voted unanimously to 
establish a peacekeeping mission 
of up to 15,000 troops for Liberia.

Thousands without 
power in D.C. region 

REISTERSTOWN, MD. | Utility crews 
in the region worked Sunday to 
restore power to hundreds of 
thousands still left in the dark 
from Hurricane Isabel.

New York’s Daily News pro- 
claimed the magazine “clever” and 
“funky,” and one teenager enthu- 
siastically told the Detroit Free 
Press that she doesn’t look ridicu- 
lous reading it at lunch as she would 
a black-bound Bible. But teen cyn- 
ics may consider Revolve “dorky” 
rather than “way cool.” 

The magazine, at 388 pages and 
$14.99, was edited by Kate Etue of 
Transit, the teens’ publishing divi- 
sion of evangelical, Nashville-based 
Thomas Nelson. 

Revolve works up a sweat seek- 
ing relevance. Words from the brief 
introduction: “Radical,” “revolution- 
ary,” “grappling,” “challenge,” “risk- 
takers,” “virtual,” “raw,” “out- on- a- 
limb,” “shock waves.” 

Among the sidebars: 

•“Blab” — Questions and answers 
about topics of interest to adoles- 
cents. Was Jesus a vegetarian? No: 
Plenty of fish, some lamb. What’s 
wrong with following horoscopes? 
It’s condemned in Scripture. Does 
“honor my parents” mean I have to 
smoke pot with them if they ask? 
“No, you actually don’t honor your 
parents by breaking God’s law.” 

•“Guys Speak Out” — Opinions 
from unnamed “real-life teen guys,” 
one of whom complains that the way 
girls now dress “there’s way too 
much showing most of the time.” 

•“Beauty Secrets” — Hints on 
beautifying “your inner- self,” for 
instance daily prayer and read- 


ing the Bible to filter out bad 
thoughts. 

•“Relationships” — Typical 
advice: “Remember to be friends 
first; put the romance second. That 
way you know it will last longer than 
the come-and-go emotions.” 

•“Radical Faith” — Suggestions 
to “push us to trust God in the 


extreme.” For instance, “When you 
are a student, the Lord calls you 
to obey your parents, your teach- 
ers, coaches and leaders at your 
church” and as an adult you’ll be 
under the rule of government and 
church elders. 

“The text is also sprinkled with 
statistical factoids. This one is nes- 


tled next to Jesus’ talk with the 
Samaritan woman who had many 
men (John 4): “Didya Know: 63 per- 
cent of teens who have had sex say 
they wish they had waited.” 

There are also pitches against 
smoking and in favor of worthy 
causes. 

Oh, yes. In the midst of all 
the clutter. Revolve does provide 
the entire New Testament, all 27 
books. It reprints the chatty 1991 
New Century Version, which strives 
above all for ease of reading. 

Each biblical book begins with a 
brief introduction. Here’s one expla- 
nation of the differences among the 
four Gospels: 

“In Matthew, you won’t find 
as much dramatic action as you’ll 
discover in Mark, or as many spot- 
lights on compassion as in Luke, 
or even as much proof of the deity 
of Jesus as you’ll uncover in John. 
But in Matthew, you’ll find the 
most complete record of what 
Jesus taught.” 

Matthew’s message, the editors 
add, is: “Totally complete. Totally 
true.” 

In line with the evangelical spon- 
sorship and audience, the Revolve 
introduction to 2 Peter never hints 
that many scholars believe the apos- 
tle himself didn’t write this letter. 

And the introduction to 
Revelation shuns all the divisive 
combat about interpretation that 
afflicts evangelicals. 

Revolve simply tells readers that 
John’s “out-of-this-world” vision has 
been seen as both literal and sym- 
bolic, and that some images “are 
still a mystery.”

Ten” lists, such as: 

“Top Ten random things to 
know about being a ‘Revolve’ 
girl”: amongthem, “don’t call 
guys,” maintain good posture 
and “don’t kiss and tell.” 

“Top Ten random ways to 
have fun on adate,” including 
“a double date with your parents” 
and taking goodies to a nursing 
home or senior center. 

“Top Ten ways to make a 
difference in your school,” such 
as “be nice to underclassmen” 
and “start a prayer club.” 


Finder 
Of Lost 
Loves 

R E U N 1 0 N S I Lynn-Marie Carty might 
be looking for you. 

Carty has this knack for find- 
ing people. People hire her to find 
their long-lost loved ones. Often 
she finds people after many oth- 
ers have failed. Sometimes she 
does it for free, when she is partic- 
ularly touched by someone’s story. 
Mostly, though, it is how she makes 
her living. 

The 46 -year- old former model 
runs ReunitePeople.com out of her 
St. Petersburg, Fla., home, and since 
1999 she has done it with amaz- 
ing success, closing more than 
1,000 cases and creating stories 
the stuff of two -hanky, made-for- 
TV movies. 

There is no real trick to finding 
people, said Carty, who charges 
from $350 to about $2,100, depend- 
ing on the time and effort required. 
Usually, she said, it is just a matter 
of following leads beyond the point 
when others would give up. 

Last year, Carty found a woman 
who had been adopted as a 4 -year- 
old girl, reuniting her with her birth 
mother and siblings after 40 years. 
Her name had been changed after 
she was given up by her mother in 
1961. Carty knew only her birth- 
date and place, that she had red 
hair and was adopted by a couple 
from Brooklyn in New York. 

After 14 months of searching, 
Carty finally wrote a letter and 
mailed out more than 100 copies, 
one to every woman in Brooklyn 
who was born on Jan. 14, 1957. 

“Everybody said, ‘You’re crazy, 
that’s not going to work,”’ she said. 

Two days later. Penny Lewis 
called. A DNA test later confirmed 
she was that red-haired little girl in 
the old pictures, leading to a tearful 
family reunion in Florida. 

“I started my life the day I got 
that letter,” said Lewis, now 46. 

“Every single time I make the 
phone call that I’m saying, ‘I found 
your loved one,’ I get a chill up and 
down the left side of me only,” 
Carty said. “It’s a supernatural 
thing. That tells me what my gift

ESTATE PLANNING I It was soon after 
their mother’s death in 1996 that 
Lea Yardum and her sister stopped 
speaking. Both wanted the cherry 
wood nightstand from their moth- 
er’s house, a piece that originally 
belonged to their grandmother. 

Experts say families that com- 
municate — before death, whether 
verbally or in writing — can avoid 
such wrenching spats. 

“It really helps if the parents 
talk to the kids and ask questions 
like, ‘Do we have anything you 
really want?”’ said attorney Denis 
Clifford, author of the book “Estate 
Planning Basics.” “Then they can 
write in their will or in a living trust, 
this thing goes to so-and-so.” 

Les Kotzer, a Montreal law- 
yer and co-author of “The Family 
Fight,” said disputes don’t just occur 
in rich families. Families light over 
memories as well as money, and 


even seemingly small things can 
create hard feelings. “People think, 
‘I’m not a millionaire so why should 
I worry?’ Then their heirs end up 
fighting over a watch.” 

For Yardum and her sister, Gena 
Wilder, the impasse over the night- 
stand ended several weeks later. 


after Wilder’s teenage son cleaned 
the table with a strong household 
disinfectant and destroyed the 
finish. “Gena called me,” Yardum 
remembers. “She was laughing and 
told me what he had done. Soon we 
were both laughing, then crying.”

Q Often when I’m buying 

something online, 1 see a box 
for entering a discount or coupon 
code. Is there an easy way to find 
such codes? 

A There are countless Web 
sites that advertise these 
codes, which you can then plug 
into e-commerce sites to get free 
shipping and other discounts. 
Simply head to Google or another 
search engine and type “coupon 
codes,” plus the name of the mer- 
chant whose site you’re browsing. 

Tons of coupon sites will come 
up. With a little persistence, you 
can sometimes find a bargain. 

Many sites, such as 
DailyeDeals.com, get much of 
their information directly from In- 
ternet retailers themselves, which 
pay to have their codes listed and 
linked to their own Web sites. 

In other cases, coupon sites get 
codes from users who discover 
the discounts and want to share.

For example, Ofoto.com mailed 
members cards this summer 
advertising 20 percent off prints 
of digital photos with the code 
“SUMMER20.” The news spread, 
and soon anyone could have 
found out about the sale with a 
Web search. 

Some Web sites, however, are 
foiling would-be coupon sharers 
by issuing discount or gift certifi- 
cate codes that can be used only

BUREAUCRACY I When he was a 
salesman, Zak Burkons filed more 
than 200 expense reports. In those 
eight years, he learned it’s better to 
stiff yourself than risk a run-in with 
accounts payable, aka AP. 

Among his observations: “If you 
get caught, you’ll get on the Most 
Wanted list in accounting.” (There 
is a list, a supervisor confirms.) And 
in-room movies are not reimbursed, 
period. “They’re convinced you’re 
watching porn,” says Burkons. 
“Yes,” admits another accountant, 
“We assume it’s pornography.” 

Imagine having to bust, beg and 
nag one’s fellow workers, and you’ll 
have the life of an AP employee. For 
those on the other side, expense 
reports inspire dread, reminding us 
that the quick meal with a potential 
contact just isn’t worth the ensuing 
receipt hunt and math test. 

There is no shortage of ques- 
tionable items: laundry services, 
car washes, country- club mem- 
berships, traffic violations, cigars 
(“That was my lunch,” explained 
the employee) and toys. “Companies 


don’t reimburse for stuffed animals,” 
clarifies one AP manager. 

One ambitious employee tried 
to pass off a new Mercedes as an 
“entertainment” expense. An author 
once expensed women’s dresses and 
shoes on his publicity tour. The pub- 
lishing house didn’t know at first 
that his wife was with him. “We 
thought he might be a cross -dress- 
er,” says a former executive. 


Policing, however, is now getting 
a hand from computerized systems. 
The software audits 100 percent of 
reports and scans for patterns — 
like a bunch of $24.99 items that 
coincidentally don’t reach the $25 
receipt requirement. They can spot 
chronic rental- car upgraders, too, 
says Pam Stelly, an accounts -pay- 
able supervisor. “It’s really great!” 
she gushes, jared sandberg (wsj)

I’m confused about what type of 
resume to use. Chronological or 
functional? 

If you are staying in the same 
field, use chronological. If you’re 
switching fields, functional can 
help show how your past expe- 
rience relates to the objective at 
hand. When in doubt, go with the 
functional resume. It’s what most 
hiring managers expect to see. 

What would you recommend for 
a college student who wants to 
become a journalist? 

The same thing I would recom- 
mend to anyone in college for any- 
thing: experience, experience, expe- 
rience. Degrees are fine, but after 


graduation, you need to be able to 
show a potential employer what you 
can do for them. 

I’ve been in sales for seven years 
and will be moving back to the D.C. 
area from Greenville, S.C., in a few 
months. I would love to work in lob- 
bying or on the Hill, but I have no 
experience. Any advice? 

It’s too bad you’ll only be in 
Greenville for a few more months, 
because the best way to get involved 
with politics on the national level is 
to start off working with your party 
on the local level. 

I’ve been in the IT industry for 
years and have a broad range of 
work experience. However, I have 
no degree, which seems to be a 
requirement for just about every 
job I apply to lately. What are your 
thoughts on degree vs. experience? 

Obviously, experience is the most 
important. But in an employer’s 
market like this one, hiring manag- 
ers are looking for any reason to cull 
the list of candidates. Not having a 
degree gives them an easy excuse 
to cut you from the pile.

knowing what she wanted to do. 

“I find that people who are pas- 
sionate from a young age just sort 
of get it,” she said. “It’s a different 
level of awareness.” 

When asked why she wrote the 
role of newlywed Charlotte spe- 
cifically for Johansson, Coppola 
said, “I like her low voice, and she 
seems able to convey feeling and 
depth without doing much. Also, 
she has a kind of coolness.” 

Johansson was wise enough to 
avoid playing the cutesy roles many 
young actors are forced into. 

“A lot of the actresses I was com- 
peting with for roles when I was 
younger just totally disappeared,” 
she said.

DMX Comes Out Swinging 


The rapper pummels 
his demons on the 
brutal ‘Grand Champ’ 

MUSIC I “Only I can stop the rain, 
when every day of my life is a con- 
stant fight between wrong and 
right,” the gravel-voiced rapper 
DMX proclaims on “The Rain,” 
a relatively calm cut on his pre- 
dominantly explosive fifth album, 
“Grand Champ” (Def Jam). While 
most popular rappers have sus- 
tained their careers by boasting of 


their material spoils, this volatile 
Yonkers, N.Y., artist has thrived by 
attempting to exorcise his demons 
in his charged music. 

Wrong and right may be one 
of DMX’s primary concerns, but 
throughout “Grand Champ” his 
rap rivals and those he accuses of 
impersonating him (notably Ja Rule) 
are the focus of much of his scorn 
on such selections as the thumping 
“Where the Hood At” and “We Go 
Hard,” which features an impres- 
sive guest turn by Cam’Ron. 

Throughout the 23 cuts, DMX’s 


supercharged vocal delivery and 
ultra-intense production create a 
“Fight Club ’’-like aura of brutality 
that matches his hostile, confronta- 
tional words, even when he’s pray- 
ing to God or trying to resolve his 
own issues. 

Indeed, it’s DMX’s brute force 
and unyielding emotion rather than 
his lyrical complexity that makes his 
music so compelling. He’s an every- 
man struggling to find his way in a 
world where the lines between right 
and wrong shift constantly.

Call of the Raven 


A haunting art 
exhibition deepens 
Poe’s shadows 

OUT & ABOUT I The darkness and 
terror of Edgar Allan Poe’s writing 
are captured by renowned French 
artists in illustrations on display at 
The Baltimore Museum of Art. 

With ravens and cats emerging 
from the shadows, the artists illus- 
trate the eerie poems and stories by 
Poe, who died in Baltimore in 1849 
at the age of 40. 

The 20 -print exhibit includes 
Edouard Manet’s etchings for Poe’s 
poem “The Raven” — one evocative 
work shows the narrator standing at 
a window watching the bird. Other 
illustrations show the narrator at 
his desk over “many a quaint and 
curious volume of forgotten lore,”

the raven “perched upon a bust of 
Pallas,” and the “shadow that lies 
floating on the floor.” 

Manet used the image of French 
poet Stephane Mallarme, who 


translated Poe’s writings, to draw 
the narrator for the etchings. 

The most disturbing illustra- 
tion in the exhibit is from 1861. It 
was inspired by Poe’s story, “The 
Black Cat,” where a husband mur- 
ders his wife and buries her in the 
wall of their cellar. Artist Alphonse 
Legros drew the terrified husband, 
suspicious police officers, decaying 
body and howling black cat bringing 
attention to the hidden horror. 

Eleven students from Johns 
Hopkins University in Baltimore 
helped their professor and muse- 
um director Doreen Bolger curate 
the exhibition as part of an art his- 
tory class. 

The Maryland Historical Society, 
Enoch Pratt Free Library and Johns 
Hopkins also contributed works to 
the show. It runs through Jan. 11 and 
will not travel, julie halenar (ap)

THE HEADLINE “U.S. Rebuked 
for U.N. Veto” (Sept. 17) hardly 
conveys the entire message of 
the accompanying story. A reso- 
lution supporting Yasser Arafat 
was introduced and sponsored by 
Syria and Pakistan (both Islamic 
nations, with the former on the 
U.S. State Department list of 
nations sponsoring terrorism and 
the latter harboring a large num- 
ber of terrorists). This resolution 
was virulently anti-Israel, and the 
United States was right to veto it. 

Britain, Germany and Bulgaria 
chose to abstain because of the 
wording of the resolution, while 
France, with its obvious disdain 
for the United States, was one of 
its supporters. 

On the basis of his actions over 
the past 40 years, it’s clear that 
Arafat is a terrorist and that peace 
negotiations cannot be conducted 
with him around. What path should 
be taken to avoid him is not clear, 
but certainly any effort to margin- 
alize him should be welcomed.

Has there ever been a time when 
the secretary of defense has over- 
shadowed the secretary of state 
in matters of foreign policy to the 
extent that Rumsfeld has Powell? 

While there is typically a 
debate between the military and 
diplomatic arms of the govern- 
ment, Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld stands alone in recent 
times, much to the frustration of 
Secretary of State Colin Powell. 
Rumsfeld’s staff has gone so far 
in some areas — notably, Iran 
— that Powell has complained 
to the White House, which has 
struggled to rein in Rumsfeld. 

President Bush claimed we invad- 
ed Iraq because it could spread 
weapons of mass destruction. But 
Pakistan is known to be spread- 
ing nuclear arms knowledge to Iran 
and North Korea. Why is the U.S. 
not putting pressure on Pakistan? 

The administration feels it 
needs Pakistan now, particularly 
with Osama bin Laden on the 
loose and evidence of the Taliban’s 
resurgence. The administration 
contends it is pressuring Pakistan’s 
president, Pervez Musharraf, to 
change. Indeed, Powell warned 
Musharraf about technology deals 
with North Korea and believes 
Musharraf’s insistence that such 
deals are in the past. 

Do you see any signs that the situ- 
ation in Iraq is improving? If not, at 
what point do we declare victory 
and retreat? 

It’s a mixed bag. Much of Iraq 
seems reasonably stable and 
secure. Rebuilding projects are 
under way; local councils are get- 
ting started. But a huge amount 
needs doing just to get Iraq to 
where it was before the war. And 
the violence against U.S. troops 
is debilitating. I might be wrong, 
but I don’t see this administration 
retreating anytime soon.
